Our Siicial Evili 
It has been tho custom amongst 
English peoplo systematically to 
ignoro tho oxistenco of certain wide- 
spread evils in the community, loaving 
their discussion to professional classes 
and pablicationsof limited circulation. 
Thoro sooms, however, of lato a toe 
denoy ovinced to ruiso this taboo, as an 
Act emended last year, entitled tho 
" Contagious Disoaso Prevention Act," 
was passed thrcughtho English Parlia- 
ment in i860, and during its various 
readings gavo riso to considerable 
publio discussion. Hitherto its work, 
ings have been confinod to certain 
garrison and soa port towns, but as 
much bonofit haB resulted" from its 
operation to tho civil population, and 
moro especially to the naval and mili- 
tary service, in diminishing tho loss 
of efficiency through sickness thus 
hithorto contracted, other towns, and 
amongst them several of tho Loudon 
VestrioH, havo latoly petitionod to have 
its provisions oxtondod to them In 
this country legislation on this subject 
is moro iuiporativjy called for on 
behalf of tho Indian racos than tho 
Europeans, but tho evils resulting aro 
of so Protean a naturo that tho bonofits 
ot Buoh measuros would not bo solely 
confined to tho nativo tribes. In going 
round the coast we hoar everywhere 
of tho rapid diminution of tho Indian 
population, tho cause of which is 
mainly duo to tho prevalence of this 
disease, bringing in Ub train prematuro 
doath, absonco of fertility, scrofula 
and consumption — a heritage dopcond- 
ing from father to children, and sap** 
ping tho foundations of health and life. 
There aro constantly in Victoria, on 
an avorago, about fivo hundred Indian 
women subsisting on prostitution, 
who from timo to timo return in many 
caBes to distant tribes with tho earn, 
ings of this traffic, and in this way 
contribute to disporso a disoaso 
over tho country ; and as thoro are 
no hospitals admitting tho Indian in 
this Colony, tho ravages of tho disease, 
unchocked by medicul treatment, are 
such th%t it is impossiblo to roalise. 
Tho absonco of any provison for tho 
roliof'of disoaso amongst tho aborigines 
in an English Colony is, wo conceive, 
anything but creditable to our boasted 
philanthropy, as wo havo only got to 
go across the Sound and find attachod 
to each of tho American Indi . n reserv- 
ations a hospital and medical man 
supported by the State. Tho estab- 
lishment of some institution for tho 
mitigation of Indian suffering is an 
object that commends itself to tho 
colonists genomlly, the Clergy, Gov- 
ernment and Naval authorities spe-s 
cially ; and we havo no doubt that tho 
Homo Government, if applied to, 
would supplement, as i-hey do in other 
Boa ports, such a sohomo, if only for 
tho Bake of the men belonging to the 
Navy and thoir bettor proto'-tion. Wo 
hope that this Bu^uostion may not bo 
misunderstood, as by endeavoring to 
mitigato such a disease wo aro not 
sanctioning any evil, but by attompt-t 
ing thus to control it wo shall aid in 
preserving tho nativo racos until, it is 
hopod, moral and religious influences 
havo timo totakoioot. For obvious 
reasons wo must refer to a perusal of 
tho Act itsolf as to its provisions for 
carrying this suggestion out, and bo. 
lievo that its introduction hero would 
roliovo much suffering and bo pro- 
duotivo of bonefit to tho Colony 
gonerally.

The observations then about unnecessary 
oullnyand foolish expenditure are altogether 
uncalled for and wide of the mark, and have 
nothing to do with ihe matter at issue. The 
citizens ot Victoria aro far too 'cute to be 
bamboozled by such representations. While 
we admit that there is much that we approve 
ol in Mr Macdonald, and as regards bis aspi- 
rations for Ihe Mayoralty we can but think 
that his prudence and regard for economy 
induced him on this occasion to commit a 
vety offensive blunder. Prudence and econ- 
omy are admirable qualities, but when over-, 
strained they exhibit very stranyo pecalh 
arities. 

There is yet another misconception ontcr« 
taiced by Mr Macdonald which I wish to 
notice : he alludes to the Mayor giving his 
timo and services gratuitously; this I re- 
spectfully deny. Mr Macdonald as Mayor 
gets all he bargained lor ; he has his vanity 
miniatured to— his namo and position occupy 
a prominent place in public notice ; as his 
Worship the Mayor he has many flattering 
attentions paid to him — invitations r< quest- 
ing the honor of his company crowd iu, and 
the entree ioto more dieting aisbed and extend- 
ed circles nre opened out. He is iu the enjoy- 
ment of the honor of his position, and wo all 
know how sweot aud gratilying these distinct 
tions are to human nature. Let not Air Mac- 
donald say bis services are given gratuitously 
— he is rewarded. Many would feel it so 
nod be gratified. Mr Macdonald perhaps 
would preler dnliars, men of comso are 
diOerently constituted ; bat I submit the 
reward of the honor of being Mayor ia any 
British dependency should curry with it 
sufficient utul ample compensation, and that 
any ohsetvations about gratuitiou9 services 
are undignified and unbecoming.

Editors Colonist— In your Saturday's 
publication appears an address fro n ou' 
present Mayor to tho citizens of Victoria, 
soliciting tlioir suffrages for his ro-oloction to 
Ihe Civic chair. In the commencing part of 
tbisaddtess Mr Macdonald states that he re- 
lies upon tho oharaetor of his past hcrvicns 
nB the best test of his Gtneaa for future publio 
duty, and takes up quite a high position ; but 
urilortutiii'oly in tho concluding part of it be 
has to descend a lew steps, and address the 
citizens from a lower stand, inasmuch oh he 
appears to consider it necessury to c tnbat 
tbe charge of a want of liberality (rather a 
humiliating position by tho way for a candi- 
date for the ollico of Mayor of a city to have 
to sloop to).

A Curious Historical Fact. — A curions 
question was discussed at a recent meeting 
of the British Royal Geographical Secioty. 
Sir Henry Rawlinsoo expressed the optuion 
that the sun of Aral — a body of wtnor haying 
an area ol 23.000 square mile-' — had no ex- 
istence in the long period between GOO years 
belore Uhrist ur,d 600 years after, and the 
riv«rs Oxtis and Jax.irtes, now flowing into 
it, both flowing into Iho Oa«plan sea, He 
said: "The seo fir t comes into notice in tbe 
Seventh I'ontury, and these two are spoken 
of for several hundred years aB emptying into 
it. Another change seems to have occurred 
between 1300 and 1500, and the rivers a^ain 
[lowed into the Caspian sea ; but since tbe 
latter date they slowly changed their chan- 
nels uniil they found an outlet in the soa of 
Aral." This thorry wus otmbnted by Sit 
R'oder ck Murchtson the geologist, who af- 
lirmud that tho mere absouee of allusion to 
he sea of Aral was no proof ol its noo-oxist- 
enee, and cited the geological evidence that 
whatever changes the Bea had uotlergono 
must h ive occurred long before the birth of 
history or tradition. Sir Henry RaWllbsoo, 
in teply, said that evidence oriats in the 
writings of iho Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
Centuries that o common highway ol travel 
from Europe to Asia passed directly over 
the region now covered by tho waters o 1 tho 
Aral, His opponent admitted t at buoIi ov\- 
dence would be conclusive. Hero Iho debate 
ended, with ill) understanding that Sir 
Henry is to collect and publish the proofs of 
Ins a-scrtion,

Official accounts from Crete oonfirm the re- 
port of a renewal of hostilities. The idea of 
returning to the allegiance of Tuikey lies 
been scornfully rejected. 

Paris, Oot 17. — The Monitcur asserts its 
belief that Rome and tho Pupal provinces 
will bo loyal to the Popo. Tho Patrie 
argues that French intervention will be 
necessary to save Italy from revolution and 
anarchy. 

Florence, Oct 17.— The news continues 
fuvorablo. Tho revolutionists have en- 
trenched themselves at Paola, aud the Papul 
troops await reinlorcements before making 
further advances. A deputy of the Italian 
Parliament commands tho insurgents there. 

Vienna, Oct 17— The Uatholio Bishops 
protest against iho udoption of the new 
Concordat and urge tne Emperor not to re- 
vise the sacred treaty between Austria and 
Rome. Tho Emperor reprovea the Auatrian 
bishops for adopting a paper liable to create 
excitement at a timo when tranquility is 
necessary for the restoration of the country. 
He reminds them that the Emperor of Aus- 
tria is a constitutional prince as well as a 
true son of the church. The Reichstadt re- 
ceived the announcement of this reply with 
prolonged cheering. 

Florence, Oct 18— Reinforcements of 
French and Spanish volunteers for the de- 
fense of the Pope havo arrived at Homo. 

Menotti, tho son ol Gariba'di, with a con- 
siderable force, has reached tho vioiuity ol 
Rome. 

The Italian troops are still guarding the 
frontier to prevent persons having the appear- 
ance of Guribaldians from crossing, 

It is reported that tho plan for insurrection 
in tho city of Rome has been exposed and 
the leaders throwu into prison. Another re- 
port is that Garibaldi has escaped from 
Caprcra and has left tbo island, going aboard 
an American ship. 

Garibaldians havo seized the railroad 
between Rome and Oitia and interrupted 
communication with tbo seaboard. 

It is believed in Florence that Italy and 
Franco have a perfect understanding and are 
really acting together in their troatmenl of 
the Roman question;

In ihe first place, 
it dispenses entirely with the oldofaabloned, 
cumbersome stock, which has always been 
such a source of nnnoyanco to seamen, in 
getting tlioir ground tackle aboard and stow- 
ing it. In the second place, the palms of Ihe 
flukes are turned outwards; that is to suy. 
they aro placed ut ri^ht uncles to tho position 
oocupiod by the flukes of the old anchor, 
Instead of their being weldt:d in a solid piece 
with tho slmik, they are entirely separate, 
pivotirg on tbe crown, to which they aro se- 
cured by a pin, which can bo easily drawn, 
and a Btrong metal key bolt.

When 
fished, it hanus clear of everything, and is 
easily taken on board and slowed, being in 
separate pieces.

Iron) this separation of tbo flukes and shank 
is, that in ca-e of accident to iho form -r, 
they oun ot any time bo replaced by spare 
ones, and the anchor tberelore need never be 
disabled. Messrs L and S have made ar- 
rangements for tukmg out patonls in all the 
principal maritime cnutiiri<s, and they have 
now a 1000 pound anchor in New York, to 
bn tested by the Board of Underwriters 
There cut) bo no doubt as to the value and 
importance ol tho invention, and wo believe 
that so soon as its merits become generally 
known, it will bo adopted by every govern- 
ment that regards tho preservation of its 
navy, and every shipowner who cures for tho

mar on account ol the stoppago of the drain 
io June last, will in all probability bo suc- 
cessfully ruined for eoroo mouths at least this 
Tall.

The industry of the farmers of the Upper

■point. 

Abundance of vegetable?, for which the soil 
leems peculiarly adapted, bavo also been 
grown, and with these the miners are amply 
eupplied. 

Great attention bas this year been paid 
fa stock Taising, and it is tho opinion of 
practical men that in two years at the fur 
tbqst we shall be in a position to save lbo 
very Urge sums hitherto of necessity expend- 
ed io the purchase of beef cattle on tho other 
aide of the line.

THE SPANISH l.\*Uli!lE(JT10N. 

Some Account of if s Origin, Progressi 
and Failure. 

[Paris (Sept. 3d) Correspondence of the I^ndoa Times.] 

The Spanish insurrection being now at an 
end, I wid give you such particulars as have 
reached me concerning its origin, progress 
and failure, pn tuning that Ibey are from the 
most nuihoatic sources. Prim was, as from 
tho first supposed — although his non appear- 
ance on the sceno caused do-bis to arise— I lie 
leading spirit in the movement. He had tho 
as-urance that the garrison of a certain town, 
ol whiob it is unnecessary to give the name, 
was prepared to rise ui bis signal. The 15 h 
of August was the day fixed, arid simultan- 
eously with the military, a civilian insurrec- 
tion was to break out throughout tho eastern 
provinces of Spain. Persons who were on 
ilia spot suggested that it would bo well 'o 
let ihe troops declare themselves beforo the 
civilians should iucur the puins and pioaliies 
ol a revolt which, if not shared in by some 
part of the army and strengthened by the pos- 
session of a fortified town, could hardly be 
expecied to succeed. Prim, ho wiver, seems 

10 have beeu very confident that the ivord 
pledged to him would bo redeemed, and de- 
sired that the outbreak should be general 
upon ono given day. Accordingly, ou the 
15th, as you know, the insurrection broke 
out, but the garrison (not a v try small oue) 
which was to have lifted the banner of 
litiorty, did not slir. This defection was a 
death-blow to a plun which otherwiso had 
been well organ zed and was almost sure ta 
succeed. From the first you were told lhat 
without a military element the uitumpt mu-t 
ultimately he crushed. And so it hns 
proved. With a body of troops, such as 
that whose aid was promised, to servo as a 
necleU9 and rallying point, other garrisons, 
oilier corps, would soon hsve jo'lied tho in- 
surgents, tho Government at Madrid would 
soon have been domorulizod, » Madrid itself 
would probably havo thrown up barrioalts 
ii8in 1854 and the Q leen would have fled 
from her capital. As it was, tho insurrociinn 
held out lor a while In the hopo ol some lav- 
orablo turn of the card-, and d d what il 
could with scarty arms and lew leaders. In 
nuriiticrs it was hy no means contemptible. 
In Arragbn, Catalonia. Valencia, and on lbo 
borders of Mureia and Castillo. 12 000 men 
were on foot, including u lew hundreds of the 
carah neros or l.ustoin House Guards, t 
regularly trained military corps Besides 
these latter there were a certain cumber ol 
the •nsui gents who wore well urmttd, (there

lound among Ibem. Alter holding out lor a 
ceriam time, and Adding dial ihure was a 
want ol dirt'Clion, and lhat i he rnilitury co- 
operation promised <o them hid broken 
down, hese peoploj many of whom had cuti- 
ajderuble "lakes in the enontiy, la ml e- 
dependent nn them, aud property to he con- 
fiscated, have accepted ihti proterud indutlo 
or arrjues'y, and returned io their homes, 
whither it is to be hoped ibey may not be 
hereafter fodownd u d prosecuted t>y the bit 
ter reaction likely lo follo.v in Spain. As 
regards fighting. lh':re has been very I'llle. 
far less lliari might be supposed. In the 
Province ol Tarragona there has been none; 
the troops avojiUj atiaokibg me insurgents, 
You will remember that ihe ganisdn of Ileus 
went out and exchanged a lew shots — a miiu 
or two woil ded nu either Bide— and then re 
tired lo ita quarters. The ntlair in Arrngon, 
in whioti General Manso was killed, was a 
much more serious busiuess, nnd v.rydra- 
rautio in its incidents. Mtuiso, it appuuts. 
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was marching with a lew hundred iulan.ry 
uod filly horses soverul hou s ahead of bis 
main body, when he fell in with the insur- 
gents under Pierrad, about four hundred in 
stiengtti half of them being tbe Custom 
House Guards, and the other half Armgon.- 
ese, peoplo of tbo country, imperfectly armed. 
In point of numbers the auiugouists were 
pretty equally matched, and it also happened 
that both sides were but slenderly provided 
with ammunition. A brisk little action 
ensued, and lasted till all the cartridges were 
consumed, when there appears to have been 
a sort ol lull, anil, us is not unusual io Span- 
ish civil wars, a cortain amount of vitupera- 
tion was exchanged, in default of bullets, 
between tbe Queeu'd meu and the rebels, tbe 
former taunting tho laltor with not coming 
on, although nothing is said of tbo reajon 
why tbey, as the bottor-urmed and regulur 
force, did net eel the exampla. Galled by 
tho reproach, tbo two hundred Custom House 
Guards charged with t tie bayonet j their 
comiadcf, the Arragonoso paisanos, had no 
bayonets, but they bad lowling-pieces and 
blunderbusses, and especially ' they were ail 
provided with those formidable knives, 
deadly weapons at close quariera, ol common 
use iu many parts of Spain. So they went 
ou, too, kuile iu handt Tho soldiers had not 
expected this, and were tukon abuck by the 
novelty of these brawny Arrrgonese moun- 
taineers, charging down upon them with 
tileumitig knife-blades a fool long. In short, 
the combinod charge was completely succes » 
lul, a number ot soldiers were hilled wi h 
bayonet or kuile, Gen Manso himself was 
shot from bis saddle by ono of those bxgo 
bell-moulhed blunderbusses that tho Cura 
Meiino particularly affected in his raids 
against the French, and ihoso ol ihe troops 
who were doI hors de combat fled in wild 
confusion, But a L'W ot them reached 
tiuesco, and, but for one of thoso accidents 
common in war, their pursuers would have 
entered with them, Huesco would have beeu 
tal en, HarDaslro, close at ha ul, would pro- 
bably have shared Ihe same fate, and so the 
insurrection would have beou estubliidiud in 
I ositions within a very short distunoo of 
Sarugossa, a city usually prompt euough to 
raise its banner when the cry of • Liberty ' is 
uttored near its gates. Hut il was known 
thai the main body ol Manso's command was 
al no great distance behind. Some of the 
iusnrgents fancied Ibey caught sight I troops 
advancing; tho cry, ' We ure cut ofiT was 
raised, and lit d its Usual i fleet on raw sol- 
diers. The bund fled and scattered, aud 
Pii-rrad wub never able to get more than a 
very small portion qf it together again- As 
)uu kno.v. ho entered Franco the Other day, 
and is said lo be wounded. 
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A Lkadixo Ritualist on His Trial.—
